consideration the Foreign Maritime Costoms 
;Rovonus. it ix very donbifal if half that amount 
‘ever reaches tho Mettopoliten-Exohoquor in one 
yoar through regular anid irregular channels. 
This paltry sum looks insignificant, for avout 
fmpira like that of China, when compared with 
tho £100,000,000 raised annually by Franco, or, 
the £200,100,000 rnisoed by Groat Britain atid 
hot colonics, It must be remembered, however, 
that, China has 06 public debt to apsak of ;

27 years ago. Taking advantage of Chineso
